Soon after the settlement of New England, 


this p ace became a favorite resort of fishermen 
for thc purpose of killing morse and seal. .The 
former are nearly exterminated; but the latter 
still tJford, during thc season, a favorite em- 
ployment to the people of thc superintendent. 
Thc male is sometimes eight feet long and 
weighs BOO pounds; but the female isl much 
smaller. They ace prodigiously strong, swim- 
ming at the rate of seven mile* an hour,and arc 
very tenacious of life, often sujrviving the most 
Severe wounds. 


When on shore they live in families, each 


male being; attended by .several females, whom 
he guards with great] jealousy. The young 
ones when twenty J days old, arc nearly white, 
and their flesh has a resemblance to that of 
sucking plgft. Tho males' •when old are desert- 
ed by thc females,' They then live apart from 
the rest, and become exceedingly fierce and 
quarrelsome. Their contests are often violent 
and sanguinary and tfc ey inflict wounds on 
each other, not unlike 110 cuts of a sabre. 
At thc termination of one of these battles.they 
throw themselves into thc flea to wash away 
thc blood. AlthoUgh by no means so numer- 
ous as in former years, they still resort to thc 
island in great numbcrji. They arrive on thc 
North East b'ar about thc middle of January, 
for the purpose of whelping, and remain thcii 
for thc apace of a [month; when tho puppies arc 
about twenty-fire days! old, preparations arc 
made for attacking them. Each person is arm- 
ed with a club, five or six feet in length., made 
of oak or ash, thc butt being ]transfixed with a 
piece of steel, one 'end of which is shaped like a 
spike, and the other formed into a blade.
